The terms hypermedia results from the combination of hypertext and mulumedia. Both 
terms are now widely used to designate a variety of computer application . According to 
Kommers “hypermedia are computer based applications for consulting multimedia resources. 
Thus hypermedia systems may be broadly defined as a family of computer applications 
intended to store and retrieve vast amounts of multimedia documents interconnected in 
non-linear ways” . Non - linearity means that each unit or page in a hypermedia document 
may be connected through several others by means of ‘hypermedia’ This enables a new type 
of interaction between lcarners and documents called ‘browsing’ which is believed to have 
positive effect on learning (Spiro & Jehang, 1999), 


The effectiveness of hypermedia systems as learning ‘tools depends to a large extent 
on their compatibility with the psychological processes by which students perccive, 
understand and learn from complex information research (Mc knight etal, 1998, Rovet etal, 
1999’, Van Oostendorp & DeMul, 2000) Cognitive models of information processing, 
multimedia integration and memory development are used to generate hypotheses about the 
specific design decisions. The suggestion of Clark and Craik (1992) that not the media 
themselves but the instructional methods and contexts for their use may be of importance for 
learning has been supported by a recent meta-analysis on the effect of hypermedia systems 
(Chen and Rada, 2000). The analysis revealed high effects of hypermedia systemS$ on 
learning performance. The researcher discriminated between three factors, the competence of 
the learners, the complexibility of the task and the structuring and visualising of content 
stiucture. According to the researchers, the most relevant factor for significant learning 
cffects was the task to be accomplished. 


Similar results indicate that positive effects on learning with computer bascd 
environment often do not result because “media characteristics” (Kozma,1991) like the 
technical media involved, the formats and symbol used , and the processing of capabilities 
made available. As a rcsult of meta analysis by Mc Neil & Nelson (!991), Rai,.K. (1999) , 
and of individual studies by Cunningham et. al (1993), Johnassen (1993), and Jacobson et. al 
(1993), one may conclude that the characteristics of the learners, the task induced, and the 


most important variables applied for supporting cognitive processing are the most important 
variables for influencing learning outcomes. 


This line of research may contribute to a better understanding of the potential of 
hypermedia technologies as learning tools. However , there is a necd to bridge the gap 
between laboratory research and the concrete practice of educational hypermedia design and 
application. This is the core purpose of the present study. This research trics to describe 
learning situation according to the main cognitive activity. Which is involved specifically, 
leaining-by- doing, learning - by- instruction and learning -by- exploring are considered and 
the implications of each for hypermedia design will be explored. 

The potential contribution of research in the area of hypermedia is of great 
educational value learning-by-doing, learning-by- instructions and learning -by -exploring. 
Therefore, it will be educationally sound to plan and design research study in hypermedia. 
Hence the study on utilisation and effectiveness of Hypermedia for students learning is 
proposed.

(If an on-going/carried over program, please also state briefly the progress achieved and 
the work likely to be completed by the end of the current financial year) 


India’s 24 hours exclusive educational Channel “Gyandaryan” was launched on 
26th January 2000 Since then it is lansmitting, prosrams for various target groups such as 
‘Teachers, Children at pre-primary, primary elementary, secondary school stages, college 
& University level, and Adult Education There are 26 agencies, contributing their 


proprams, viz, IGNOU, UGC/CEC, NOS, Directorate of Adult Education, DST, NCST, 
IT, IGNCA ete for this channel 


CLT and 2 SIETs are contributing then programs for the duration of thee 
hours and fifleen minutes daily for various staves of school education ie, Primary, 
Secondary and Senor Secondary 

The tclevance, workability and cffectiveness of this channel vis a vis school 
educational prograins need to be studied ‘The question arises whether this channel is 
effective as far as to improve the quality of learning of children and enhancing 
pedagogical capabilities of teachers? 


Neither school prepares their annual plan keeping in mind the schedule of 
Gyandarshan nor the school’s calendar 1s being considered while preparing the schedule of 
Gvandarshan The schools are also not having a fixed period in then time table Is il 
possible to have a fixed TY period in the school time table and synchronize 
Cyandarshan schedule accordingly?

woormnoree ome The Educational Television Programmes (ETV) have aimed at bringing ‘about a 
change and improvement in the methodology of teaching. The rural schools docs not find 
any scope and apparatus in teaching due to paucity of funds. For example, while teaching 
science, the teacher adopis the textbook methods in lieu of experimental method. Again 
those teachers who have been teaching the same course for the last 10 years become 
steretyped any disinterested, They are also adopting the same obsolete method of teaching as 
iL was 15-20 years ago. Among them the most important medium is television, because it 
carries the pictures along with the messages to the doorsteps of the teacher. the teacher 
programme which is now telecast through National and Gyan Darshan channel. Basically, its 
aims at improving teacher competency i.e. his knowledge, understanding and application in 
various content areas, teaching methodologies, material development etc. The teacher 
competency interchangeably uses the terms like teacher effectiveness, teacher cfficicncy, 
teaching success, characteristics of teacher efficiency, teaching success, Characteristics of 


teacher, criteria of competence, ability to teach and most other terms to mean the same 
vaiiable (Gage, 1960; McNeil and Popham, 1973). 


Technology should be an integral part of teacher preparation programmes. Research 
shows that teachers, tend to teach the way that they were taught (Ball, 1998, Llorite, 1986). 
therefore, if we expect teachers to teach in a constructivist way using technology, we necd {fo 
be teaching them in constructivist way using technology. In a course on educational 
technology for teachers, the goal should not simply be to teach the use of several technology 
systems, their advantages and disadvantages; instead, the goal should be to provide learners 
with opportunitics to think like experts in making instructional decisions, sclecting media for 
appropriate use, structuring decisions, selecting media for appropriate use, structuring 
learning activities and employing sound pedagogical strategies in real-life contexts. 
Technology rich environment allow prospective teacher to experience real-life scenarios of 
classes room-teaching, construct multiple perspectives and reflect on their 
practice.Curriculum, pedagogical and policy changes are essential for the success of reform. 


To effectively integrate technology in teaching, pre-service teachers need to be well 
prepared, but also in-service teachers need to deepen their knowledge and sills as well. In 
service teachers need time to develop, master and reflect as technology bascd lcarning 
approaches. This need to change if we want to value and cncourage up-to-date knowledge, 
skills and qualification. However, technology can help reform education and. the education 
system needs to be reformed for successful technology integration. If we believe that 
teachers arc the primary agents of change, then a good place to start is by reforming our 
teacher education programmes to better prepare teachers take advantage of the affirmances of 
the vatious technologies und successfully integiate in their practice. Develop and 
enhancement of various kinds of teachers competencies are emphasised in the National 
Curriculum Framework. . 


Therefore, there is a need to integrate technology like educational television 
programmes may be planned and developed with a view to equip inservice teachers with 
necessary competencies.

Research in educational media is felt essential for planning and producing suitable 
programmes for various media bring about improvement in the quality of the programmes 
and promoting utilisation of media. We know that the functions of media have changed over 
the years and similarly, methods of evaluation and research have also changed. That is, 
research and evaluation shall be a continuous process alongwith that of planning, production 
and utilisation of media. 


In India the first significant evaluation study was conducted during 1959- 64 by Paul 
Nevrath. Consequent upon the implementation of Educational Technology Project in 1974- 
75, various media, particularly radio and television were not only utilised, but also evaluation 
and research studied were conducted for taking Policy decisions and ascertain effectiveness 
of the media programmes. The CIET and SIET’s undertook good number of studies to 
evaluate the quality of radio and TV programmes and their utilisation in schools. As a result 
of such research and evaluation , the number of studies was multiplied. This is evident from 
the fact that only three studies could be reported in the media planning and utilisation in third 
Survey of Educational Research whereas many as twenty one studies have been mentioned 1n 
the fourth Survey of Educational Research S Adiseshiah (1990) has observed. 


‘J think that TV and Radio which in our country 1s state monopoly should establish 
small research cells on how these electronic media can be used to economise on 
educational material to improve teaching techniques and widen the impact of the 
learning experiences”. 


He has also added that research studies should be undertaken to find out the ways and 
means to promote cost effectiveness, quality improvement and widening access of the ETV 
programmes Venkatiah (1999) has aptly summed up, the major findings of these studies 
would help the media planners, producers and others concerned with production on the one 
hand, and students, teachers, management conceined with utilisauon and evaluation on the 
other to contribute their best in their own way for improving and bringing about desired 
changes in the effectiveness of ETV programmes. 


Media research and evaluation require constant, continuous and collaborative efforts 
and inter disciplinary approach and sympathetic understanding and insight into the system 
and functioning of media It 1s desirable that every researcher in media studies keep 
abreast of the latest techniques so as to benefit from them. Hence the learning package is 
proposed . The proposed learning package will not only bring together a focused, yet 
comprehensive collection of appropriate material but will include structured study material to 


guide a media researcher including innovative tools and techniques in enhancing his 
competencies. 


Therefore, there is an urgent need for development of learning package on media 
research and evaluation. This package can be utilised for training of SIET, faculty in 
developing necessary competencies in planning, designing and conducting media research 
and evaluation studies. Therefore, the project on Development of learning package and its 
utilisation for training in Media Research and Evaluation for SIETs, is proposed.

CIET is vested with the responsibility of telecast of video programmes on the slots 
made available on the National Network of Doordarshan and the Cable Channel Gyan 
Darshan. CIET, for this purpose, 1s also the nodal agency for all school level ETV 
programmes. Programme produced by CIET, SIET, Lucknow and Patna, National Open 
School are part of these telecasts. 


In order to produce programmes for various areas and subjects identified, CIET has 
on its staff, producers, cameramen, editors, engineers and other associated staff which can 
furm 12 production teams. These teams take on producton of programmes to meet the 
demunds of the transmission slot as well as non-broadcast use by various divisions and depts. 
of NCERT. 


A rational assessment of the capacity of CIET to produce programmes has been 
made. At optimal efficiency each producer can produce 225 minutes of finished programme 
of video, Which is equivalent to 1S programmes of 15 minutes each, in a yea. Effectively 
only 9 producers are available each month owing to the deployment of 3 producers on 
capsuling and transmission work and occasional leave. In terms of facility available for 
shooting, editing and post-production, a fifteen minute programme requires 30 hours of work 
and therefore, we can expect about 120 programmes (120x15=1800 minutes), With efficient 
management and some programmes remaining at different stages of completion the number 
can at best be 150 programmes (150 x 15 = 2250 minutes). This estimation is based on a 
single shift. Working in additional shifts can allow higher production targets, But this would 
require corresponding enhancement of manpower and infrastructure This would also depend 
on the availability of adequate number of scripts designed specially for studio production In 
addition twenty two programmes could be evolve out of various activities and could be 
semi-structured programme. The total target of production of ETV programmes for 
2002-2003 is 175. 


In terms of the content of these programmes, an assessment of the range of topics 
covered in existing programmes has been made. There is a severe paucity of programmes at 
the primary stage owing to the deteriorating technical quality of the old programmes. Also 
many themes in subject areas like analysis of the capsuling schedules also reveal a higher 
frequency of repetition. Based on this analysis the proportion of programmes approximately 
1equired are as follows. Primary 60 program Secondary 45 and Teacher 45. Various projects 
have been proposed during the cunent year (2001-2002) and next year (2002-2003) by the 
faculty of CIET which will result in scripts. The list of projects, the topics and number of 
scripts are appended to the proposal.
